The Objections to the Bill by Sioux Valley 
People 


Sioux Falls bantiyripl 


A bill has been prepared at Yankton and 
introduced in both houses of congress, pro- 
viding that the counties of the Sioux valley 
should be organized into the fourth judicial 
district of Dakota The bill, however, 
further provides that Jegal business of the 
district, triable in a United. States court, 
shall be taken to Yankton for adjudication, 
instead of being tried m the district in 
which it originates The reason urged for 
this latter feature, 15 that the expense of one 
court, with its jurors, officers and other ac- 
cessories, would be saved by taking the 
United States business from this district to 
Yankton This reason, bowever, зз more 
than offaet by л further consideration of the 
facts In the frat place, the duties and 
therefore the expense of the court at Yank- 
ton would of course be larger. with tLe bu- 
sinesa from this section than it would 
be without ut The per diem of 
the jurors and all the officers of the 
court would therefore be no more by 
having the business done at Stout 
Falle, say, than it would having it done it 
Yaokton The question of expense, for the 
time consumed by litigation arising in the 
new district, may therefore be said іо be 
very nearly equal, so far as a large portion 
of the machinery of the court 13 concernea, 
whether 1 new United States court be org in- 
ized ornot So far as the mileage of the 
jurors 1s concerned, probably half of these 
would be selected fromthe Sioux valley 
district, and the increased distance they 
would hive to travel to reach Yankton 
would make the amount paid for transpor- 
tation with only one court, almost as much 
aa would be required for two, because the 
double distance which one half the jurora 
wonld have to travel to. Yankton in one 
case would amount to аз much for mileage 
as would have to be paid for v full jury in 
the other Therefore, the question of mile 
age for two juries instead ot for one mzy be 
said to be tiken out of the acconnt 

The points зо far made then, take the 
mattera of fees and nileiwge. of jurors and 
others out of the account, by showing that 
they would be much the same with one court 
aa with two, and this leaves the merita of 
tne case to hinge upon the aavantages which 
the new district would secure by having a 
court of itə own, ins‘cad of being obliged to 
take 115 business outside the district m which

fruits of the study, researches, aod tnought 
of each members were to be made the ac- 
quired koop ledge of ап Moreover, mih- 
tary students must study the history of 
military contests and eadeavor therefrom 
to атп the {acts Ja this conniction the 
general remarked taat this and the coming 
generation was and would be very luvored 
tn having vastly more comprebcusive, and 
upon the whole, far more accurate h stories 
of recent wars than had exer before been 
enjoyed by military students 

In the study of military bistory he held 
that ойе central tbourbt should be the con 
stapt guide That was to ascertain whut 
influence cach of the ascertained conditions 
exercised 10 producing the known iesult 
A most common and fatal error was the 
1üference that success proved the wisdom 
of all the means employed to secure it, or 
that future condemned a`) these means It 
had also often been remarked that success 
was the onlv criterion of generalship This 
doubtless Was true m popular estimation, 
but ıt sas not true 1n fact, and should not 
be accepted as true by military students 
The жгисг would not attempt to enumerate 
the great variety of special subjects of mil 
пагу study , but what be would impress upon 
his hearers was the necessity thüt cvery com- 
mander withinh 18 sphere, be it great or 
small, should have such knowledge of every 
one of euch subjects as would enible him to 
uaderstand the appropriate relations of all 
branches of the service to each other , to es- 
tumate properly the use of each, and to 
measure with accuracy what each arm or 
department was able to accomplisb, and in 
what periods of time given quantines of 
work cculd be performed These were 
among the most important elements of any 
military problem, yet they were among the 
most neglected The importance of ume 
could not be overestimated, yet it might be, 
ani often was estimated enormously ‘Lhere 
was as much danger of a misapplication of 
the principal in one direction аз in the 
other ‘Too great haste was nearly as great 
a fault as too little, and sometimes might be 
far more dangerous The general who un- 
derestimated the time required for а division 
to reach the place assigned 1 on the field 
of bite, or who exhausted. his troops. by 
excessive. marches and privations before 
the crisis of battle arrived, himself defeated 
that part of шв army before the battle be- 
gin “For better," sud the speaker, “the 
certainty that an army would bein the best 
possible condition to defert the enemy 
whenever they might meet thin the most 
superhum їп energy to capture that enemy 
before he was deleated" He was talking 
to commanders, whose business st was to 
obey md execute They all knew well 
eaough how to do the latter, the object of 
their studies was to excel in the former 
Blind obedience, courage, and even disci- 
pline, however great, could no longer be 
тепе upon to gun victories 

There was another point to which the 
speaker called epccial attention, acd which, 
he sud, cxpcrience showed hid been wore 
neglected than iny other of equal import 
ance зогу was full of exumnples where 
v ist muasses of men, nuscalled. armica, and 
vast. mulitary resources had been thrown 
away and w isted through sheer mismanage- 
ment and want of economy By that word 
he did not mean mere economy of money, 
or of material resources, nor of ume alone, 
nor yet of the lives and strength of the men, 
but of all these combined—economy of mil- 
itary etrength, of che power which the na- 
tion bad willed should be used in the de- 
fense of мз interesta and ив honor She 
moral eflect of results upon troops must, he 
said, never be overlooked These should 
never be piven reason (о believe. that their 
commander had been defcated They 
should «ee that all evente, even including 
apparent reverses, had been anttcipated and 
provided for Their movements were then to 
them only a part of the general plan, and they 
were as full of heart and courage on the 
morrow as they were on the day before 
This subject the witness belicved to be more 
1Oportant їп our country than in any other, 
forthe reason that our s'auding army 18 
very amall, our organized and disciplined 
militia. not much larger, and hence, that our 
inain reliance would be upon ап army or- 
ganized from the raw material afler war had 


become imminent, or even after hostilitres 
had actually commenced Our own mihtary 
history afforded some splendid examples of 
the skillful handling of large armies, both 
on the oflensive and on the defensive, during 
long and bloody campagna These were 
worthy of the moat careful study, and they 
would show that there was practicallyno limit 
to the spirit, endurance,and cheerful eacrifice 
of the American soldier eo long аз ће was 
inspired with reasonable confidence in bia 
commander's ability to make these srcrifices 
fruitful of good results—so long ав he 
believed he was contributing something to- 
ward final success

слпоп Recently Rey Stewart Sheldon, 
Congreg ional missionary for Dakota, to- 
gether with the missionary for Minnesota, 
visited Valley Springs to investigate certain 
reports alleging Palmer’s peraistent abuse of 
his wife It had been disclosed, chiefly 
through the reports of a воп of Palmer’s, 
that matters 1n the household were becoming 
worse than ever—that Mrs Palmer was fre- 
qu.ntl* forced into a room and locked up 
lor along time, and that broomaticks were 
sometimes used for other purposes than 
those for which they were originally intend- 
ed The two mnasionaries interviewed Pal- 
mcr, and he admitted that he had at times 
taken meisures with bis wife which hus 
| binds did not ordinarily adopt, but urged 
tns a réison therefor the statement that 
she 19 aflicted with freaks of insanity 
during which she has to be iorcibly con- 
trolled Mra, Palmer was tben anter- 
viewed, and she told stories of her Пере. 
abuse of herself and children, remarking 
that he would make a fair sort of a husband 
were it not for the fact that he sometimes 
went crazy Here then were mutual 
charges of insanity, by husband and wife, 
for the missionaries to adjudicate They 
found, however, by a compirison of Pal 
mer's own statementa, that he had something 
different (rom what he ought to be, to put 1t 
md, aud they therefore suspended him 
from his minister) id ofhce, and subsequently 
his congregation repudiated the pastoral re 
lation which has existed 

Mr Palmer some years ago was pastor of 
the Sioux F dls and Canton charge, but he

Lieut Wallace was cross exammed by 
My Reno's conneil, Mr Gilbert The tes- 
tumony was only a development of that giy- 
en yesterday Не related how, after the di- 
vieion of Custers command, Col Benteen 
went to the left, May Reno crossed the 
stream and Gen Custer remained on the 
tight bank, how the two latter detachments 
formed a junction by Reno recrogsing about 
twelsefatles below, and how finally the bat 
tle was fought Some of Maj Reno’a com- 
mand had never riden a horse until this 
campaign The only ammunition in the 
hands of Reno's force was the supply at 
their saddles It was u-ed up 1а half an 
hour In his opinion 3t was a wise act of 
Maj Keno to retreat and to have remained 
would have imperiled the lives of the 
whole body Мај. Renos conduct was 
brave and praiseworthy During the retreat 
twenty live men were hilled and seventeen 
wourded, and the time constmed was about 
an hour When we arrived on tbe top of 
the hill Benteen's force came, but the pach 
(rato was three miles to the rear Reno 
showed no signs of fear at thus 
time, but was conspicuously brave and ferr- 
less No communication had been received 
from Custer, but a trumpeter stated that he 
had gone back ‘The immunpition was dis 
tributed, and company D first met the In- 
diving, seven thousand strong, in a ravine of 
fine advantages where the men wcre proper- 
ly posted bv Reno. Не had about 280 men 
under his command at that time Bullets 
came like hail until dark, about three hours, 
when fortifications were thrown up Firing 
recommenced :bout За m on the 26th, and 
contiraued until 10 o'clock, when it slack- 
ened There were probably 9,000 Indian 
warriors 1n the village that evening, 1t being 
two ind a half or three mileslong They 
first knew of Cuater’s fate on the 27th The 
hine of batllewas perfectly evident from the 
dead horses aud corpses The position was 
not well chosen for defense Around Custer 
was a whole pile of men There had appa 
rently been an attempt tocecape The fight 
probably did not last over an hour Custer 
had 225 men when he separated from Reno 

‘The court decided this afternoon that it 
will not 1nvestig tte the conduct of Benteen, 
whose name has been associated with that of 
Reno's in this matter

INDIAN INTELLIGENCE 


The Cheyennes Seem to Be Well Out of 
the Way—Oflicfal Report of the Ft, 
Pobinson АПАЕ 

Chicago, Jan 16 —The officer sent from 
Omaka by Gen Crook to investigate the 
recent Cheyenne outbreak haa made an offi- 
cial report Не says Upon thc 3d instant 
the cheifs were notified that the Washing- 
ton authorities had decided that they must 
return south Thev consulted the people 
and the next day Hog gave an unequivocal 
refusal, siving they would die firat An at- 
tempt to starve and freeze them out was the 
last alternative z, On the 9th Hog was arrest- 
ed аз the leading oppositioniat and ironed 
after stabbing а soldier in the struggle 
The prison where the remainder of the In 
dians were confined was by them barricaded 
iud the windows dropped to conceal their 
movements Jt becime dangerous for а 
white man to go inside the door as fhe In- 
diana had knives and would use them It 
was not known that they had guns, but on 
the night of the 9th they fired four shots, 
killing two of the sentries and made a rush 
through all the windows with the intention 
of killing or being 21.0 The guard and 
others pursued and in the firing which was 
now going on several women and children 
who were going 1n the crowd with the men 
were unintentionally killed, though many 
officers brayely tried to save them 

All the men refused to surrender and 
when exhausted stood at bay Several sol- 
diera were killed in trying to capture them 
None were killed who could be taken ‘They 
hid concealed their arms under the prison 
floors They had hfteen guns and a few re 
volvers and many knives A desperate 
outbreak had doubtless been premeditated 
‘Lhe equawa ery the men feared binging if 
they returned to the south, and that in. (та 
afur they all expected to die Casualtres 
to date are Soldiers killed, 5, wounded, 
7 Indians captured, 71, kuled, 32

but the Indians would not suffer them to go 
The equaws would not leave their bucha, 
and ead they preferred to die with then 
Then followed the flight and the eub equent 
bloody result 

Сеп Crook thought proper to despatch an 
ofticer from Omaha to Camp Rotiwson to in 
quire into the recent. Cheyenne outbieah 
und report the facts for the I 0formation of 
the higher inüitary authorities Capt W 
S Schuyler, aid de-camp to Gen Crook, 
was the man selected «o make the 1ovesti- 
gation, and he left Omaha a few daysago to 
curry out bis instructions Пе could not 
have given very much timc to an investiga- 
tion, for his report bearing dite of Wedues- 
day, Јар 14, was telegraphed to Gen Sher 
dan on ycsterday, as follows

inst it was decided to arrest Hor as tbe 
leading oppostuonist He having been 


with difficulty induced to come out, was 
ironed, but after a struggle in’ which a sol- 
dier was stabbed The Indians an. the pri- 
son knowing of this, immedi itely barrica- 
ded the doors ind covered the windows with 
cloth to conceal their movements, te wing 
up the floor and constructing mille pita to 
command all the windows Fron this time 
the prison wis hke a den of rattlesnakes, 
and any white man who had shown hia head 
in the roam would have met cert ип death 

Tt was supposed, of course, that the Indians 
had no arms othcr than afew knives Du- 
ring the evening the building was лз quiet 
as а grave, and the віт sentinels who sur- 
rounded 3t suspected no danger At ten 
minutes before 10 four shols were fired from 
the west end of the prison, killing two ot 
the sentinels Shots were also fired from a 
front window into the guard-room, wound 

ing a corpori Simultaneously a rush was 
mide through all the windows, (he Indi 

ana gallying ont resolved to hill and be 


liled hke Malays running a muck 
The guid tnd other troops gave 
chase The Indiana moved south 


toward the creek, the squaws being driven 
moa omues ahead of the men, it Jeast 
five of the latter keeping up an incessant 
fire It was in returning this bre that aew- 
eral women and children were killed No 
woman or child was intentionally harmed, 
and, in fact, many ofhcers and soldiers 
showed great daring in trying to save them 
To take the men prisoners was impossible, 
as they all refused to surrender, and when 
exhausted stood at bay Several soldiers 
lost their lives in trying to capture such 
men  Nolndian was killed who could have 
been captured When these Cheyennes 
were firat captured they were but partially 
disarmed, and several guns and pistols were 
taken from them after they had entered the 
prison, they having ample ише to conceal 
arms under the floor, that place of deposit 
noi being searched The prison has been во 
guarded that the theory of arme h wing been 
introduced subsequently to their incarcera- 
tion 18 scurcely tenable, yet events proved 
that they had at least 15 guna in addition to 
the two obtained from the dead sentinels, and 
some few revolvers, and were well supplied 
with knives There are many proofs that 
a desperate outbreak was long premeditated 
The squawa say that tney fered hanging if 
they returned south, and that in this affair 
all expected to die from the time their re- 
moval was decided upon They were in 
such a frame of mind that were the move- 
ment to be attempted m any way it woold 
simply be a question as to who should be 
killed—white man or Indian

YESTERDAY'S RAILROAD EXCURSION. 


The Details of the Affuir as Written up by 
а Volanteer Reportes. 
Yankton, DAKOTA, Jan 17, 1879 
Thursday morning at six o'clock a good 
ly number of us assembled at the depot, 
having accepted tbe invitation of the officers 
ofthe Dakota Southern to join the excur- 
sion for Beloit, Iowa There were brave 
men (we say brave because they have the 
courage to turn out at so early an hour on 
such а cold morning) and fair women twe 
say fair because—well, because they were 
fair, and because we dare not call them 
anything else) to the number of about 
thirty We had the president of the First 
National bank, several of our leading busi. 
ness men a defeated caudidate for congres , 
and last and least, several federal oflciala 
We or I should have said, they, are always 
along when any tree junketing as to be done 
Anyhow, we had а jolly crowd, among them 
^ number of our most charming matrons 
and maidens, and we havc never seen а 
crowd more determined on having a good 
time, and they had it 
At 6 30 the tram pulled out, лпа in aixty 
minutes we had stopped at Vermillion, 
twenty-five miles, where quite an accession 
waa made to our party, a number of the sol- 
id business and professional men of that 
town, with their wives and daughters, com- 
ing aboard Andan the cold frost of the 
morning, on we zped, stopping a few mo- 
ments at Elk Point, where our number was 
agun con-iderably increased, and at 8 10 we 
had mide the junction, forty-nine miles

Here we were jomed bya large party 
from Sioux City, a train with three or four 
coaches metung us at thit point. The 
trame were quickly consolidated, Messrs 
Wicker and Merchant were cordially greet- 
ed by their Dahota friends, and the run of 
54 miles up the magnificent Sioux Valley, 
to Beloit, was made in а httle over two 
hours, and wasepjoyed by 250 as jolly souls 
аз were eyer on pleasure bent The Sioux 
1s one of the most fertile and splendid val- 
leys10 the west, and many whoeaw it for 
the first time, yesterday, were enriptured 
Аз the cars drew up at Beloit cheers from 
warm heats rent the cold ur, and the visit 
ing excursiOüUiets saw at à glince that the 
whole population of Beloit and Canton were 
out doors, md determined on giving usa 
good пше — Conveyances were on hand and 
the whole party were conycyed to a large 
and «commodioua school building, a few 
hundred yards distant, where the most ad- 
mirable arrangements had been made for 
their reception Shawls, м rappings, hats, 
overcoats, dc, were checked and «tred for, 
and thus relieved of superfluous toggery, 
Sioux City and Y ipkton, Io sa and Dikota, 
mingled together за friendl-, social сопуег- 
ation 10 the large lower hall of the acade- 


my {о- half an hour, when Judge 
Carter, of Canton, culled the atten- 
tron of the assemblage to the fact 


that thcy were wanted up stairs; when the 
vist throng filed up the winding stairs, and 
di were eoon seated at the long tables 
groaning under the magarhcent collation 
t at had been prepared for our party 

Bang thus seated Judge Carter welcomed 
аз 1n а cordial addres, and called 
Hon Alex Hughes of Union county, Dal, 
to prede, and the order of ехегсі-оз were 
announced 

Rev Mr Lozier, of Towa, invohed the 
divine blessing in à brief and impressive 
prayer, afier which the same gentleman, 
аз spoke-man for our Iowa friends, deliver- 
ed an addre-s of welcome to which Hon 
Bartlett Tripp of Yankton responded We 
are glad lo say both gentlemen were felict- 
tous and short, for we were waiting for our 


dinner, and inhaling the savory odors 
of the smoking vinds we wanted 
the word given to pitch in 


The word to eat now haying been passed 
along the line, for half an hour roast turkey, 
chicken, roast beef, cold ham, coffee, sand- 
wiches, cahe, Фс, &c, interspersed with sal- 
hes of wit, and animated with sparkling 
eyes ind sparkling repartee, engrossed the 
attention of our whole party, and a more 
enjoyable occasion had any of us ever en- 
countered The wives and daughters of our 
Beloit and Canton friends, with sparkling 
eyes and radiant faces, pled hungry stom- 
achs with rich vianda, until all were well 
filled, ^nd when all had eaten and were 
filled, there were more than twelve baslets 
left 

These phrsical wants having been at 
tended to, the chairman announced that 
there would be other and more gpealing 
when short addresses were made by 
Rev Mr Lozier, Hon Bartictt Tripp, Hon 
JL Jolkv, Hon J L Pcooimgion Mr 
Watkins and Mr Wicker, and the very best 
ot good feehug prevailed 

We of Yankton, and?Dakota, forget for 
the ише our greater area of territor}, our 
better location our superior advantages, 
greater numbers, threw aside our metro 
politan superionty, and эп a spirit of gen- 
erosity aod Bumility adjusted ourselves to 
a place of perfect eauality with our Sioux 
City gad [owa friends, and we are glad to 
be able t. chronicle the fact that thev ap 
Dreciate our magnanimity And yet we ex- 
celled them їп everything except one—they 
beat us eating But then, we had no preach- 
er along Our ladies were tbe band- 
somest, the fairest and the 
wituest; but then af our Sioux City friends 
want us to swear theirs excel ll othera in 
the moral uaiveree, save an’ except ours, 
we'll do it 

All over, and ıt was anno c ced the trai 
would leave at 2 o'cloch, ai! soon by the 
kind aid of our entertainers, we were all 
aboard, and amid cheers an! waving of 
handkerchiefs the long trun of seven 
toaches pulled out and the return trip was 
made without accident or incident \ orthy 
of especial mention 
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Old friendships were renewed, new ones 
made, and today we feel that ther» isa 
closer отоп and a stronger friendship be- 
tween Sioux City and Yankton, and between 
southern Dakota and western Towa, than 
ever before At the junction, amid fond 
adieux лпа hearty cheers, we pirtcd, but let 
ча hope that our future meetings may be 
more frequent, assured that the more inti- 
mate the acquaintance the stronger the bond 
of friendship 

Of our Beloit and Cantoa trecds we сап 
not say enough in praise They covered 
thenisclves with glory on this occaston, aud 
tbey richly descrve the prospcrits that the 
acer future bas in store for them ‘They 
beve a heantiful country, and now that the 
ravircad and the wire connects them with 
the great outside world they willin tbe nat- 
urla order of things, cnt r upon a season of 
prosperity beretofore unknown to them 

And in closing. we feel that too much can 
not be said to praise of Messrs Wicker and 
Merchant, president and superintendent of 
the road, for their efforts to render the oc- 
cation One of unalloved pleasure 
to the excursionists The nr- 
rangements were all admirably

GENERAL COMMENTS 


Coming events in the way of legislation 
are casting their shadowg—somewhat indis- 
tinct, as yet, but sufficiently well defined to 
be perceptible to the searching vision 
There 13 а general disposition to take action 
upon the suggestions contained in the. gov- 
ernor’s message Theres but onesentiment 
among members regarding the message and 
that 1з that i£ 15 eminently sound in all its 
detuls The governor's presence yesterday 
had an excellent effect Many of our legis 
lators were unacquainted with him and even 
this formal coming together won them over 
to an appreciation of his abilities and gave 
weight to the suggestions embodied in his 
first official communicrtion 

There 1з a disposition, eyen so carly in 
the session as this, to correct the laws of the 
territory upon educational matters and to 
provide ап enactment which will give to 
Dakota a school code of liberal provisions 
and one which will compel the complete 
fulfillment of dutes upon the part of all

A DISTURBING RESOLUTION 


There was a resolution introduced into

been persecuted by the goyernor of the ter- 
riory an his late message A resolution во 
extraordinary im its nature would hardly 
have been in place at any time, and 15 most 
decidedly out of placa under existing cir- 
cumstances Jt is the beginning of an at- 
tempt upon the part of Mr Pettugrew to 
precipitate a conflict between the executive 
andthe upper house of the legislature Mr 
Pettusrew desires, in his opening efforte, to 
prevail upon the council to commit atself to 
his scheme, which is to reaist the nomina- 
tion for treasurer ofany other man than E 
A Sherman He knows very well that the 
governor will not appoint Mr Sherman, 
and hia only other alternative 19 to во anagt- 
onize the confirming power and the nom- 
inating power that no appointment can be 
made, 10 which event the present incum- 
bent will hold over We have по personal 
oljections to the continuance of Mr Sher- 
man аз treasurer, as we have always looked 
upon him as a gentleman of integrity and 
capability But the attempt of Mr Petti- 
grew to commit а legislative body to his in- 
dividual views 13 a subject which demands 

t thorough ventilation and a most carneat 
protest. That he can accomplish this 1а tbe 
assumption of an egotist whose boast it 15, 
figuratively speaking, that he holds men 
within the hollow of his hand and has only 
to close his digite to cause them to squirm 
in any direction he may dictate ‘There 
are twelve other men in the council besides 
Mr Pettigrew—men of good judgment and 
unbiased views — It is this. twelve through 
which Mr Petugrew seeka to. bulldose the 
governor of Dakota—an ofhaial who is 19- 
telleetually and morally the peer of the beat 
in all this land—and dictate toghim what 
appointment he shall make and what ap- 
pointment he shall not make It 1a the vun- 
doubted province of the council to enquire 
into the character and qualifications. of an 
appointee from the executive office, and to 
make that enquiry за a careful and dignified 
manner, to the end that the beat Interests of 
the people may be subserved But the 
wisdom of that body сап be best exempl- 
fied 1f 1t remain unfettered by any previous 
committal in the intereat of personal ends 
It is therefore to be hoped that the disturb- 
ing resolution introduced by Mr Pettigrew 
may be ве ande and the members of the 
upper house of our legislature left to follow 
the dictates of their own judgments and their 


own consciences, 


The animus of that which has been des- 
ignated as the confederate element of the 
democratic party—namely, the persons sent 
from the southern states to seats 1n congress 
was very suddenly developed in the nation- 
al house of representatives a few days ago, 
the occasion being the speech of General 
Bragg, of Wisconsin, himself a democrat,

predehictions

WESSELL S LAST FIGHT 


Det^ils of the Bloody Affair by Which 
the Remnant of the Cheyenne Band 
Was Conquercd 

Fort Robiason, Ned, Jan 23 —Couners 
who arrived this morning confirm the news 
received late last night of tbe battle between 
Capt Wessel] s command consisting ot four 
companies of the Third cavalry, and the es 
caped Cheyennes yesterday morning The 
trail was discovered leading 1n the direction 
of a large range of bilis someeigh cen miles 
northwest of Bluff Station, a distaoce of 
forty s x miles from this post, and was fol- 
lowed by Capt Wessell unti be was within 
thrce miles of the hills, where be balted 
and formed skirmish hoes, all four compa- 
nies being deployed аз skirmishers, com- 
pany F, Lieut Baxter moving from the 
south to the northeast side, cempany Н, 
Captain. Wessells, directly opposite, compa 
oy E, Captain Lawson, closed inat the 
mouth of the ravine where the Ind'ans had 
entrenched themselves and company A, 
"moved to their rear, thus hemming them 1n 
on al! four sides, leaving no possible avcouc 
of escape The Indians bad placed them- 
selves тп a deep washout, heeping under 
Cover Assoon as the skirmishers were 
witbia 190 yards of the savages’ stronghold, 
the latter opened a deadly fire, killing Ser- 
geant Taggart, privates Brown and Nelson 
of company A and dungerous's tt not fatal 
ly wounding private Duboise of company 
H  Despue the dreadful volley poured in- 
to the troops thes steadily advanced and 
when within seventy-Hve yards of the sav- 
ages' position, fire was ordercd оп all sides 
wit terrible «йесі. At thts moment Capt 
Wessells, leading his company and loudly 
cheering them furward reccivced a slight 
scalp wound from a pistol in che binds of 
one of the blood thirsty Cheyennes render- 
ing bim completely 1nsensible 

L'eutenant Chase, commanding company 
A, seelog the commanding officer fall rush- 
ed forward, instantly seized Сар: Wessells 
and carried bun beyond range of the ene- 
mys fire Tben dashing to the head of his 
own company, gallantly led them to the 
very edge of the washout, where they 
fought the enemy with unabated fury 

Meanwhile the intrepid. Wessella having 
regatned consciousness, again came to the 
frout, and seeing the ground strewn with 
the dead bodies of the savages implored bis 
men to cease firiog, With a view to getting 
the remaining Cheyennes to surrender, but 
the latter stubbornly refused, rushing at the 
troops with formidable hunting kawes, 
having expended all their ammunition, de- 
termiped to surrender to death only But 
ere they had advanced many paces they re- 
сетей a volley from the troops and all was 
over Companies Find E were ina bad 
position to accomplish much, while Colonel 
Evans with companies В aud D remaincd 
on the opposite bluff from where Capt 
Wessells started, and not knowing the po- 
siuon of Wessells' command arrived too 
late for action 

On the cessation of the firing the dead 
bodies of twenty three Indiaus were found 
in the rifle pits occupted by them, rscluding 
seventeen bucks, tour Equaws and two ра- 
poosee Nine remained, of whom one buck 
and five squaws were moreor less wounded 
and three squaws unburt 

Of the troops but the three beretofore 
mentioned were killed and Capt Wessells 
and ope private of his ce mpany wounded 
The latter cannot hye

THE NEW PENSION LAW 


The following 1s л correct copy of the 
new law, as we find it printed in the Con-

Sec 2 Thatthe commissioner of pensions 
18 hereby authorized and directed to dopt 
such rules and regulations for the payment 
of the arrears of pensions hereby ,granted 
as will be necessary to cause 10 be “Paid to 
such pensioners, or, 1f the pensioners shall 
have died, to the person or persons entitled

Official Statement Regarding the Infor- 
mation Brought Into Cheyenne 
Agency by Runners from 
Setting Buli's Camp. 
Chicago Inter Ocean 
The report of Colonel W H Wood, of 
the Eleventh United States infantry corps, 
stationed at Fort Bennett, to Gen Gibbon, 
has been received Tt states that two Sioux 
Indims—"Black Wolf" and “The Fox"— 
came into the post on the evening of the 10th, 
from the main hostile camp, which they left 
a little over a month ago, for the purpose of 
ascerlainiog upon what terms their people 
could make peace and return to their. agen- 
cies The former isan Ogallala, but has m r- 
ricd and is living with the Minneconjou band 
The latter i4 Minneconjou. Both belong to 
this agency, which they left three years ago. 
The Indians at the agency believe that the 
hostiles are anxious for peace,and that those 
two messengers have been sent in. by them 
for the purpose stated The story told by 
Blich Wolfis that the two came froma 
large camp this side of the boundary line on 
Pale Moon creek, a tributary of Milk river, 
about four days ride from Fort Peck. It 
1s nm possible to say how many lodges were 
in that camp The Blackfeet alone had 
about 700 lodges The camp extends 
about fuurteen miles The lodges are 
pretty close together The Indiang cross 
the line at their pleasure, some of them 
drawing rations at Fort Pech The day 
before the two left, a council of all the 
Indians was held All the chiefs and 
leading men were present, among them were 
Unepspas, Minneconjous, Sans Arca, Ogal- 
luas, Blackfect, a few Brules, Cheyennes, 
-\ssinaboiner, Bloods, Piegans, Nez Perces, 
Flatherds, Bannochs and Santees 
The principal men in the council. were 
“Sitting Bull? “Spoued Pagle,” “Black 
Shield," and “Big Road” Sitting Bull 
sud “When J look back southwest from 
here, I sce my country where I formerly 
lived, I long to be bach there again T find 
that warring 13a very bad tring By thit 
I lost шу country, and caused my people a 
great deal of suffering From this day оп

THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI 

St Lome, Jan 25—The weather for a few 
days past bas been so mild, comparatively 
speaking, that the opening of the river here 
13 looked forward to as something in the 
near future, and measures are being taken 
to preserve and protect, as far as possible, 
all crafts and steamboat property 1n the har- 
bor With а view to this the harbor boat,

COUNCIL—9rm DAY. 
GENERAL COMMENTS 

Judge Kuykendall’s bill to increase the 
number of justices of the peace and conata- 
blea and provide for the election of the 
aame, was passed by the council this morn- 
ing Before being passed it was amended

Mr Roberts ssid that the fundamentil 
principle of taxation was that it should be 
uniform , and that wherever any inequality 
ta shown it vitiates. the entire levy lhis 
law gives apecial priviliges to the counties 
of Clas and Union, and if passed, the gene- 
ral law applying to the balance of the ter-
